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01 Salk Vaccine 


By United Press 
Delayed distribution of the Salk 
anti-poho vaccine stirred up pro­ 
tests and plans for em ergency ac­ 
tion today. 
Meanwhile, reliable sources said 
a Salk vaccine black market had 
sprung up in Detroit. Mich. 
Any­ 
one with the right “ connection” 
could buy a three-shot supply of 
the vaccine “ for a 
price,” the 
sources said. 
The mass inoculation of first and 
second graders with the polio-killer 
was proceeding without a hitch in 
many states and cities. The blitz 
attack on the disease got under­ 
way Monday and first inoculations 
were 
scheduled 
in many other 
areas today. 
But some officials issued bitter 
complaints against the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
distribution policy. 
There 
were 
also calls for multi-million-dollar 
state purchases of the vaccine so 
that more children could receive 
protection before the polio season 
starts. 
In Washington, a White House 
polio conference which will meet 
Friday was expected to recom ­ 
mend that children between 5 and 
9 years old receive first priority. 
The conference, called by P re s i-1 
dent Eisenhower, will take m ea­ 
sures to insure fair distribution of 
the vaccine and to prevent black 
m arkets. 


Acquit Editor of 
Attempting to 
Incite Murder 


LAS VEGAS. Nev. C B — News­ 
paper publisher Herman M (Hank) 
Greenspun today hailed his acquit 
tal on charges of attempting to in 
cite the m urder of Sen 
Joseph 
McCarthy as a victory for freedom 
of the press 
The 41 year-old publisher of the 
Las Vegas Sun was found innocent 
of the charges Monday night by a 
federal court jury of six men and 
six women 
The jury deliberated 
three hours in reaching the verdict 
The trial lasted five days 
The government charged Green 
spun with violating federal postal 
laws by sending copies of the Jan 
8, 1954. issue of the Sun through 
the mails 
The issue contained a 
column highly critical of McCarthy 
The government charged it tended 
to incite the “m urder or assassina 
lion*’ of the Wisconsin Republican 
Greenspun said his acquittal was 
a triumph for free speech, free 
dom of the press and the American 
jury system 
“All Americans can take renewed 
comfort in the American jury- sys­ 
tem,” the publisher said 
In his column “Where I Stand" 
in the Jan. 8. 1954. issue of the 
Sun, Greenspun wrote “Sen 
Joe 
McCarthy has to come to a violent 
end. 
Huey L ongs death will be 
serene and peaceful compared to 
the demise of the sadistic 
bum 
from Wisconsin.” 
"Live by the sw’ord and you die 
by the sword,” the column read. 
“ Destroy people and they in turn 
destroy you.” 
He also said “chances are that 
McCarthy will eventually be laid 
to rest at the hands of some poor 
innocent slob whose reputation and 
life he had destroyed through his 
well-established smear technique "

ate Foreign R elation' com m ittee. 
The s e c re ta ry ’s testimony show ­ 
ed 
that 
M cCardle delivered 
the 
docum ents to a New York Tim es 
correspondent on Tuesday 
night, 
M arch 15. and that British a g re e ­ 
ment to perm it publication was not 
received until the following m orn­ 
ing. 
The docum ents were made pub­ 
lic generally W ednesday night a ft­ 
e r White House Press S ecretary 
Ja m es C H agerty and several sen ­ 
ators learned that the Times had 
them and insisted that all of the 
press be given access to them.

Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
said President Eisenhower is ”as

also told 
4.000 applauding 
delegates that the free nations of 
the world are united “not just for 
peace, but for peace without sur­ 
render ” 
Nixon said 
it is “almost true” 
that there i^ nothing worse to con­ 
template 
than atomic 
warfare. 
“The only thing worse,” be said, 
“ is surrender.” 
‘ When you read of confusion or 
lack of decision in the executive 
branch of the government or in the 
office of the 
President,” Nixon 
said, "remember that the Presi­ 
dent knr^ws what he’s doing—he 
knows the facts." 
Nixon said the decisions faced 
by President Eisenhower “are dif­ 
ficult—-not all black and white.” 
And because they are so difficult 
he said, they must be “entrusted 
to the man qualified to make them, 
and 
his leadership 
must be fol­ 
lowed,” 
“You can be sure,” Nixon said, 
“that no man is more dedicated 
to this country or more devoted 
to bring peace in our time.”

Traffic Violators 
Need Instruction 


LOS AN GELES IB -T raffic en­ 
gineering specialists believe that 
habitual traffic violators should be 
sent to school rather than to jail. 
A recent study of 300 persons 
who averaged six violations each 
in a single year showed they were 
just as intelligent, just as normal 
and had the same amount of re­ 
spect for law as good drivers. 
But the ,one big difference, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Harry' Case of the 
University of California here, was 
that the bad drivers were victims 
of bad driving habits. 
Case, who is on the staff of the 
Institute 
of Transportation 
and 
Traffic Engineering at UCLA, said 
that of the 300 habitual violators 
studied, 90 per cent of them were 
men, mostly skilled or semi skilled 
workers or white collar workers. 
The institute's study showed that 
intelligence and personality evalua­ 
tions were normal and that “in 
general, their respect for the law
